The LuftfcriGgssd ule quartered an ertimated 5 00 men who wore black— bordered 
red epaulets and another 500 men who wore black-bordered blue epaulets. From 
11 a.m, to noon on 3 October, four platoons of 30 men each wearing; black-bor- 
dered red epaulets were observed during aiming practice at dummies.
